Mr, ——— ; after they came Home, Childrey and his 
Wife renewed their Perfuafions to rob the faid Ale- 
houfe, to which he at laft contented ; and next Day 
about ; in the Evening, they all fet out together 
(Childrey’s Wife carrying with her a Hatchet) and 
entered the faid Magpie Alchoufe, where they found 
none but the Deceated fitting by the Fire a knitting ; 
that Childrey having his long black Heir about his 
Face, went up to her, and demanded her Money, 
but the calling him by his Name, he took a’Hatchet, 
which then lay upon the Table, and knock'd her 
down; then they went up Stairs and rifled the Houfe 
of all the Money they could find, which not an- 
fwering their Expe¢tation, they fearched the Pockets 
of the Deceafed, from whence they took a Sixpence 
and a Halfpenny : But Childrey’s Wife being afraid 
the Woman would come to Life again, ftruck her 
feveral dreadful Blows with the Hatchet on the Neck 
and Breaft; and even then, not thinking herfelf {e- 
cure, endeavoured to perfuade her Husband to murder 
the faid William George ; but he not confenting, fhe 
went down into the Cellar and brought up a Bottle 
of Brandy, and forced bim to drink Damnation to 
his Soul, if ever he difcovered their Villainy ; and 
fhe and her Husband did the fame; then they led 
him out, and carried him ten Paces backwards, each 
having hold of an oppofite Arm. 

This concluded the difmal Tragedy, and they re- 
turned Home to Chi'drey’s Houle, where they pro- 
pofed to fhare the Moncey, which William George 
refufed, intending ro (rt out the next Day for Nor- 
wich, the Place of his Nativity ; but Juftice clapr 
his Iron Paw upon hrim. and ttopthis Journey. 

This, I think, is the Subftance of the Confeffion, 
bur Childrey and his Wife deny the Fact, or that 
they or either of rhem were ever in the Wood, or in 
the faid Houfe in Company with William George ; 
ho@ever, there appears aJNumber of Circumftances, 
which gives great Reafon to fufpect they were prin- 
cipaily concerned.

¥efterday Robert Nixon, the Nonjuring Parfon 
who was convicted the Sittings after laft Michaelmas 
Term, of writing, printing and publifhing, a vile, 
{candalous and audactous Libel, reflecting upon the 
Legiflature of this Kingdom, and blowing up the 
fame, together with hve Aéts of the laft Seffion of 
Parliament, in Weltminfter-Hall, while the Courts 
were fitting, was brought to the Court of King’s 
Bench ; and the Attorney General moving for Jung 
ment againft him, the Court gave Sentence as fol- 
lows, viz. That he fhould pay a Fine of 200 Marks, 
{.ffer five Years Impriionment, and until he has paid 
the faid Fine, and to give Security for his good Be- 
haviour for five Years, himfelf in g001. and two 
Sureties in 2501 each; and that he fhould be 
brought up immediately to the feveral Courts then 
fitting in Weltminifter Hall, witha Parchment round 
his Head, denoting the Nature of his Crime; which 
Part of the Sentence was perform'd accordingly. A 
Sentence, which manifefts the Lenity of the prefent 
Government ; far ditterent from the Temper that has 
been fhewn in other Reigns, againft Offenders much 
lefs culpable, and much more deferving of Clemency.
